London, Feb. 6.— Directly to the west 
of Warsaw the Russians have assum ­ 
ed the offensive and claim to have 
crossed the Bzura river and to have 
tak.-n some of the German positions 
south of Sochaczew. 
Immediately to the southw est Is the 
reinforced an n y of Field Marshal von 
Hlndenburg, who is hurling his forces 
furiously against the Russian lines in 
another 
attem pt to 
drive hfs 
way 
through to W arsaw, the goal which 
he has long sought. 
The assault led by General von Htn- 
denburg has resulted in one of the 
m ost furious battles fought since the 
beginning of the war. 
Only meager 
has been received to indicate Lie 
trend of this conflict. Roth sides claim 
success, but the reports do not indi­ 
cate that there has been any decis.ve 
turn in the engagem ent. 
The latest German oltioial statem ent 
refers to the operations in the west as 
consisting mainly of artillery dm is. 
The French war oilice says that the 
French artillery has dene some very 
effective work in the valley of the 
Aisne. 
In Champagne, to the north of Beau* 
sejour, the allies made some slight 
progress Thursday night. 
In Alsace, says the 
French sta te­ 
ment. a German attack to the south 
of A It Kirch was repulsed. 
The ^British governm ent has accept­ 
ed an offer by A ustralia to furnish a n ­ 
other ex peditionary 
force of 
10,000 
men. 
This force is in addition to tlie 
reinforcem ent of 4,000 m en provided 
monthly.

Nations Is Taken Under Considera­ 


tion. but American Officials Decide 


to Await F urther Details Before De­ 


ciding on Plan of Action. 


Washington. Feb. 6.— President Wil­ 
son atid his cabinet discussed the pos­ 
sible effects on neutral shipping of the 
German 
proclamation 
declaring 
as 
naval war zones the w ater areas sur­ 
rounding Great Britain 
and Ireland 
and 
bordering the north 
and 
west 
coasts of F rance and a portion of the 
Netherlands. 
The possibility oi a Joint protest by 
neutrals was discussed Informally at 
some length in diplomatic quarters, 
but without official sanction. 
It was said at the legation of the 
N etherlands that a conference would 
be held between the minister, Cheva­ 
lier van Kappard, and olft mis of the 
state departm ent to ascertain the prob­ 
able action of this government. 
Officials at the legation character­ 
ized the situation 
a s ex tremely seri­ 
o us for all neutrals whose ships ordi­ 
narily pa ss through the danger zone 
and especially for Holland, whose en­ 
tire coast line is affected. 
inasm uch as the tex t of the German 
adi» lral(>’s proclamation had not ar­ 
rived no conclusions were reached at 
tlje cabinet meeting and no consensus 
of opinion developed as to what diplo­ 
matic steps should lie taken py the 
United States government. 


America Will Make Inquiries. 


If the German proclamation, when 
officially tram-milted, corresponds In 
phraseology to the report which came 
by wireless, it was suggested in ex ­ 
ecutive quarters that the course of 
the American 
governm ent probably 
would be to inqui \ lirst, of the Ger­ 
man 
governm ent what 
measures of 
protection or <onvo> can be ex pected 
by American m erchant ships passing 
through the designated war zones to 
neutral ports, and, 
second, of the 
British governm ent as to whether it 
has issued the alleged secret order 
perm itting the u e of neutral tings by 
her merchantm en. 
A denial by Grea t Britain of I he ex ­ 
is te n c e of the order would be follow­ 
ed, it is understood, by an inquiry of 
the German authorities as to proof of 
their 
charge. 
The 
suggestion that 
neutral 
flags 
were 
being 
misused 
caused no little concern among high 
officials, who i aid they hud hi ard no 
reports of it before. 
It was stated on high authority that 
the United States governm ent prob­ 
ably would not go beyond seeking to 
establish what mea sures the German 
navy will take to uid American slups 
In passing 
safely through 
the war 
zones and w hat efforts will be um ie 
to verify the neutral character 
o f ves­ 
sels flying the American flog. 
The right of a belligerent to desig­ 
nate a w ater area as u war zone, with 
In which it is dangerous for neutral 
craft to venture, 
is a lately 
recog­ 
nized principle of international 
la w, 
although the ex tent of the zone, the 
degree of menace to neutraj vessel« 
and the right to interrupt lawful com­ 
merce In the ex isting water routes b«*- 
tw*en neutral countries never have 
been defined.

Widely different wa* the manner in 
wjilch Messrs. Rockefeller and Carne­ 
gie faced the commission.

and gave him the list of questions 
that had been prepared for him. 
Mr. Rockefeller was assisted to the 
stand 
by members of his pe/sonat 
staff, 
Heating himself with much dif­ 
ficulty he started to read his answers. 
His voice was scarcely audible. 
Mr. 
Rockefeller appeared to have aged 
much since giving testimony in pub­ 
lic last. 
He declared his sole motive was to 
devote a portion of his fortune to the 
services of bis fellow men. 
He said 
he regarded the right to rescind the 
charters of the foundations as suffi­ 
cient guarantee against abuse of the 
funds. 
He told how he directed his busi­

FUTURE IMMIGRATION PROBLEM 


Among the many far-reaching ef­ 
fects of the present 'European war, 
the influence exerted on immigration 
attune# a prominent place. 
The end 
of the la»t fiscal year ;aw a total of 
1,485,957 added to our population 
from this source. 
The influx of im­ 
migration proceeded at the normal 
rate until it wan given a sudden che k 
by the declaration of war in August 
when the average daily landing of 
3,000 rn* more at Ellis Island became 
barely that many 
a 
wee-I. 
There 
seems to be a general agreement that 
the cessation of the war will sec a 
renewal of the flood of immigrants 
which will surpass anything hereto- 
foic experienced. 
The 
country 
D 
alert to this possibility, and prepara­ 
tions to meet the expected increase 
are aire tfly in evidence. 
The pro­ 
pos'd ch a n g ev in our immigration 
laws will, if enacted, enforce more 
rigid physical requirements t ii an any 
previous legislation on this subject. 
There Is no doubt that the country 
needs these added safeguards. 
Th'* 
truth of this statem ent is forcibly Il­ 
lustrated by that section of the report 
of the Committee on Inquiry into the 
Department of Health, Chair HI is, and 
Bellevue and Allied hospitals of New 
York Lily, which deals with alien 
in institutions. 
The committee e x ­ 
amined, as far as practicable,, every 
patient admitted to Bellevue for a 
period of thirty-one days from May 
19, 1913. to June 18, 1913, inclusive, 
Of the 3,454 admissions during that 
period, 363 were aliens who had been 
in the United States leas than five 
years'.: 
The physicians who exam in­ 
ed these aliens believed that there 
w e 185 of thi rn suffering from dis­ 
eases caused by conditions which ex­ 
isted prior to landing in tin* United 
States, 
Among these were IO cases 
of pulmonary tuberculosis; 
15 eases 
of venereal disease; 81 psychopathic 
cases; 2 cases of epilepsy, and 2 of 
imbecility.

to a1 of 
I IO patients in one month whose ad­ 
mission to the United States was con­ 
trary to 
the federal 
immigration 
law. 
Taking this month a* a basis, 
the committee estim ates that in one 
year Bellevue hospital would receive 
1,345 allen patients whose exclusion 
from thin country is mandatory un­ 
der existing federal statutes, while 
tho total number of aliens who would 
•bo patients/ from 
m uses 
existing 
prior to landing would be 2,262 year­ 
ly. 
This largf* number of physically 
and mentally defective aliens have 
succeeded 
in 
passing the exam ina­ 
tions at entrance primarily because 
there are totally inadequate facili­ 
ties for exam ining such a large num­ 
ber in the time allotted for the work. 
Now that immigration has declined 
to 2 000 a week, tho physicians at 
Kills Island have been able to make 
more thorough examinations. 
As a 
result of this intensive scrutiny, the 
percentage a1 defects not cd lias in­ 
creased from till* former 2 or 3 per 
cent, to about 7 per cent. 
The diff­ 
erence in the results obtained, leads 
The Journal of the American Med­ 
ical Association to suggest the ad­ 
visability of urging the Department 
of bailor to provide the increased 
facilities which 
will be absolutely 
necessary of the physicians continua 
their present thorough methods of 
examination 
when 
immigration 
re­ 
sumes its normal course.

Improvement in Live Stock Has Been 
the Mott Important Feature of 
the Past Year** Work 


Att tho February m eeting of the* 
eau ntycom mission cr*,, County Agent 
A. J, Gafke submitted a report of 
vronkt done in his department and It 
is of such gen* ral interest that the 
LMspatch publishes it in full: 
“t row W ing county ban been very 
backward in agricultural development 
and when the extension work was be­ 
gun here, there had been, aa yet, prac­ 
tically no co-operation for agricul­ 
tural improvement. 
The local organ­ 
ization^ ar* few and, until recently, 
have not been active. 
During the 
pa t f* w mon tin the Brainerd Cham­ 
ber of Commerce 
has 
co-opera cd 
through its agricultural com m ittee to 
a considerable extent. 
The county 
commissioners and other county offi­ 
cials have appeared to he greatly in­ 
terests! In the ngriniltural Interests 
of the county and during the past 
year they have been l>oth favorable 
and liberal toward the worki 
Tile main linen which have -been 
taken up ainee January first, 1914, 
may lie Hummed up tinder five heads:

whole fam ilies aud an effort is mad*- 
to direct the wark in such a way 
hat it may be of ben*‘fit to all. 
Improvement in live stock is on*' 
of the most Important features of th** 
past year’s work. 
Prior 
to 
1914. 
there were only four pure bred regis­ 
tered bulls known 
in 
the 
county. 
During 1914 twelve additional pure 
bred sires 
have 
been 
purchased 
among thirty 
two 
farmers. 
This 
work will now be pushed gradually 
ag the farmers are beginning to real­ 
ize t hat a pure bred animal I® at least 
half th e herd. 
Along 
with 
this, 
feeding operations have been empha­ 
sized and they arc becoming more 
and more interested in this feature of 
the work1. 
The improvement 
made 
by p urchasing a good sire and by 
proper feeding methods have taught 
the farmers the need of testing the 
cows for butter fat productions and 
of keeping individual records. 
Dur­ 
ing the -past year eight Babcock test­ 
ers have been placed in the county 
and are being used by over fifty far­ 
mers. 
Another phase of the work), which 
rivals the live stock improvement in 
importance is the 
potato question. 
Here, tile potato is the main cash 
crop and a alrge amount of attention 
should he given to raising standard 
ariettes 
and 
obtaining 
potatoes. 
which are pure, clean and free from 
disease; in order that we may market 
them in uniform car load lots. 
Tim 
past year has been a splendid potato 
year in this county from the stand­ 
point of production. 
The potato ex­ 
hibit from Crow W ing lou nty at the 
mid-winter fair, held here in Decem­ 
ber, created a new interest. 
We cap-

(prizes, open to the whole state and 
a the Burbank class, seven out of 
ten prize's went to this county. 
The 
sample* showed great uniformity and 
the exhibit was far superior to any od 
pre\ ions years, w hich goes to show 
that the farmers are gradually learn­ 
ing the value of growing uniform 
types of potatoes;. 
The bulk of the 
potatoes exhibited from th is county 
were Carmens and Burbanks; the two 
types w hich have been pushed m e 
past season. 
Lost tall two hundred 
farmers selected their seed potatoes, 
one hundred and fifteen of which hill 
selected them. 
This is in contrast to 
eight farmers of the previous year. 
The past 
season 
seventy 
farmers 
treated tlit lr potatoes for scab. 
In regard to the growing of a Ital 
fa, it may be said, that before 19 1 L 
oily three alfalfa fields were to be 
found in the county. 
This year thir­ 
ty farmers are putting in a small 
arca with the intention of determin­ 
ing the practicability of trying to; 
grow alfalfa in this section. 
it 1ms been found that iu this coun­ 
ty, at least,, one of the best ways to 
reach ’he farmer is through the rural 
schools.

In connection with the work- above 
mentioned, three hundred and eleven 
farm visit® have been made on two 
hundred and twenty farms, most of 
which were made by 
request.

theta visits attention was given to 
cow 
tenting, 
feeding 
op rations, 
building operation;-. re-planning of 
the farm,, crop rotation, alfalfa ar,*! 
potato demon st rat ions, and in vestiga­ 
tion® regarding con agiou® abortion. 
Two Farmers’ institutes were held 
and a one week a Short Course at 
Brainerd, 
with an average attend­ 
ance of one hundred and fifty. There 
were one hundred and tw»*nty-thr* j 
other meetings with a total attend­ 
ance of five th o u a n d three hundred 
and thirty (5,83*0). 
The m id-winter 
fair attracted 
over 
two 
hundred 
Cr ow W ing county farmers and prac­ 
tically served the purpose of a Short 
Course. 
The county fair showed a 
marked increase in the number of ex­ 
hibits and a n ’ Improvement in quali­ 
ty. 
During the past year two co­ 
operative creameries wert* organized; 
one of these being in connection with 
the Farmers’ Produce Do, of Brain­ 
erd, whose fui pole is not only to han­ 
dle the milk and cream, but a1! farm 
produce. 
This organization 
during 
the past IO months has handled $23,- 
000 
worth 
of 
bus! ti cav, 
which 
la <piiy a small part of the actual 
value of the anociation to the farmer. 
It Is revolutionizing the price of pro­ 
duce in Brainerd. 
Previous 
years, 
neighboring ’towns have paid from 
three to tin cents more per bushel fo^ 
p otato's than h a been paid in Brain­ 
erd. 
Since the Farmer®’ Produce Co. ■ 
has been in a position so handle farm 
produce, buyers 
in 
Brainerd 
have 
paid five to ten cents a bushel morej 
for potato** than the nearby towns. 
Coneeqcently, although' the produce 
company has not handled all of the 
1 sir m products, tile result lias been the 
Kame, for as soon as the price was be­ 
low the market the company stood 
ready to ship such produce and pay 
w hat the goods were worth. 
The work of Improving agricultur­ 
al conditions in (’row 
W ing county 
has only fairly started and the year 
of 1915 will begin to show results. 
The work I 
among 
the 
Fanners’ 
Clubs will 
be 
continued. 
Several 
other com muni ties 
have 
signified 
their intention 
of organizing 
and 
when 
four or five more clubs are 
launched, the county will be pretty 
well organized and work vvill b« gin 
in earnest. 
The live stock industry will be en­ 
couraged as much 
as possible aqd 
every effor 
made to awa Dan a still 
greater interest in breeding, feeding 
and testing. 


P a r t i c u l a r attention vvill be given 
to standardizing (he potato industry 
and plans have already been laid for 
demonstration 
work 
In 
potatoes. 
Twelve farmers will co-operate with 
the county agent in testing out one 
val lety, aud if this variety proves sa t­ 
isfactory, these farmers will fam ish 
others with seed. 
We aim to grow 
two varieties of potatoes in the coun­ 
ty instead of some twenty-five varie­ 
ties, which are now’ grown. 
Plans have been made for a Bovs’ 
and Girls’ 
contest. 
The 
children 
will be furnished with enough pota­ 
toes to plant one-eight of an acre and 
prizes w ill be given for the* largest 
yield, best quality, and good results 
in general. 
The county fair will lay particular 
stress on the boys’ and girls’ work. 
After the childrens exhibit is shown 
at 
the fair, it w ill be brought to 
Brainerd and exhibited, probably in 
connection with the county teachers’ 
meeting. 
Work was begun several 
months ago in connection with this 
exhibit. 
With the help of Mr. Chapman of 
the extension 
division, 
as 
many 
schools a* possible will be visited and 
egg laying contest® started. 
This is 
!o encourage proper 
feeding 
and 
housing methods, tor it has been 
found by Investigation 
thai under 
the right conditions poultry is very 
profitable in this county. 
AV® hope, 
in this w i j . to re ich some of the par­ 
ents and interns 
them. 


Tho alfalfa demonstration will be 
continued with a view* of determ in­ 
ing whether alfalfa grown here is *u- 
perior to clover, not only in growing 
but also in analysis. 
Samples will 
be taken from the field and analyzed. 
U it does not prove of su ill cit ut value 
as regards growing aud protein con­ 
tent, then it follows thai clover is 
the best forage plant for this section.

tically no co-operation for a g ric u l­ 
tural improvement. 
The loeal o r g a n ­ 
izations a re few and, until recently, 
have not been active. 
D uring thel 
past few m o n th s the Brainerd Cham-! 
ber of Commerce 
has 
co-operated 
through its ag ric u ltu ra l com m ittee to 
a considerable extent. 
The county 
commissioners and other county offi­ 
cials have appeared to be greatly in­ 
terested in the ag ric u ltu ra l interests 
of the county and d u r in g the past 
year they have been both favorable I 
and liberal toward the worki 
The main lines which have been 
taken up since J a n u a r y first. 1914, 


ited and ag ricu ltu ral tallrjs given. As 
a rule, t h e children seem very re­ 
sponsive and tw enty Boys and Girls’ 
C lubs have been organized.

A n u m b e r of local fairs have been 
held for the purpose of sh o w in g the 
work done in the schools.

The capital stock ie $500,000. all of 
the stocki is issued and the last block 
of stock was sold at $120 per share, 
par value being $ IOO. 
The Gopher Iron Company is now 
on a dividend 
paying 
basis. 
The 
company owns eighty acres in section 
19, township 46, range 29 which Is 
part of the large ore body developed 
by the Congdon-Adams interests on 
which a shaft is now being sunk. 
This company also owns a part of the 
fee in the Pennington pit mine and 
other properties which are leased and 
paying royalties, besides owning all 
or part of forty or fifty other well lo 
cated forties on the range.
